The Commission is treating the 
arsenic with ferric sulphate, which 
causes the resultant tron arsenite 
to settle rather than to move down- 
stream.

COMPUTER SCIENCE DAYS 


In addition to the regularly sche- 
duled Comput’: Science Day a 
group of-high-school students from 
here visited the University of Water- 
loo last week. The visitors experi- 
enced lectures on computer pro- 
gramming, vocational guidance and 
the actual use of a computer. 


Approximately forty grade 12 and 
13 students from Centre Hastings 
Secondary School were among those 
who were present for the day. 

"The Computer Science Days pro- 
gram, now in its seventh year, is 
offered and coordinated by the uni- 
versity’s Faculty of Mathematics. 


It is designed for first class hon-! 


ours students from grades 12 and 
13 who wish to learn more about 
university level mathematics and 
computer science. Last year some 
6100 students from 260 Ontario high 
schools took part in the program. 
The schedule was much heavier this 
year, as more and more young peo- 
ple look towards computing as a 
career field.

Last Wednesday, April 21st, the 
Belleville Intelligencer quoted 
uor Medical Officer of Health 
for the two Counties of Hastings 
and Prince Edward, Dr. C. R. Lenk, 
as follows:- “Part of the arsenic (in 
the Moira watershed) comes from 
natural resources and the buildup 
of arsenic wastes in the Moira Lake 
are only partly the responsibility of 
the Deloro Company.” 

In the report by G. E, Owen and 
D. L. Galloway, of the Biology 
Branch, Division of Laboratories, of 
a biological survey of the Moira 
River by the Ontario Water Resour- 
ces Commission carried gut between 
July 17 and August 10, 1967, to eva- 
uate water quality in the Moira 
‘River and major tributaries and to 
assess the effects of specific indus- 
trial wastes and domestic waste dis- 
charges on aquatic biota, and pub- 
lished late in the summer of. 1969, 
it was summarized, and I quote, 
“Major sources of pollution include 
arsenic contamination originating 
from the Deloro Smelting and Re- 
fining Company, Limited, at Del- 
oro.” How cah this man sit at his 
desk and make such statements 
when biologists and chemists have 
definitely reported to the contrary? 

I further quote the report: “Mean 
«concentrations of arsenic in water 
samples. collected from the river be- 
low Deloro and from the Moira Lake 
were 0.28 parts per million (ppm) 
and 0.16 ppm, respectively, whereas, 
no arsenic was detected in samples 
taken upstream of Deloro ... . This 
represents significant contamination 
in view of the Commission objective 
of 0.05 ppm”. 

“While concentrations of arsenic 
in river sediments were considera- 
bly lower in 1967 than in 1958, lake 


sediments showed a significant in- |’ 


crease in mean concentrations from 
26 ppm in ‘58 to 437 ppm in ‘67, Al- 
so, arsenic concentrations appeared 
to have become more widely distri- 
buted in the system, extending 
downstream into Stoco Lake (mean 
concentration in sediments of 85 
ppm at four stations) in 1967, 
whereas no arsenic was detected in 
gediments of the eastern basin’ of 
Moira Lake in 1958. These findings 
illustrate the potential hazard asso- 
ciated with the buildup of arsenic 
in the two lakes and the corres- 
ponding protection afforded the 
downstream section of the Moira 
River”.
